Daily samples of rat fleas are 
faken and analyzed in the plague 
laboratories of the Public Health 
Service. If and when plague 
“crosses over’’ into the domestic 
rats, we will be in trouble. Rat 
control is carried on with this in 
mind. 

Since plague has been the 
cause of death of larger numbers 
of wild rodents this year than in 
the past, an emergency is con- 
sidered to exist, requiring extra 
caution by all persons. Be safe 
and don’t handle any wild _ ro- 
dents.

A few 
examples are shown in their na- 
tural state and after they have 
been cleaned for display, 

Mrs. Wegner’s husband and 12- 
year-old son share her hobby and 
join her beachcombing expedi- 
tions. The hunt doesn’t end with 
finding the shell, however. To 
find the name of an unusual 
specimen, they sometimes must 
continue the search through sev- 
eral books.
